Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 to 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance in application Serial Number 10/279,580 (now abandoned) 
can be presented for the allowed claims in this Continuation-In-Part appUcation. Applicant's 
claims require the presence of only one protective layer (and excludes multiple protective layers) 
for protecting a component against corrosion and oxidation at high temperatures wherein the 
single protective layer must contain nickel and/or cobalt, rhenium, and ruthenium, and wherein 
the ruthenium is present in at least a measurable amount up to 1 weight percent. The Examiner 
continues to believe that applicant's claimed protective layer for a component substrate is an 
improvement over the prior art whenever the claimed protective layer exists only £is a single 
layer on the component substrate and the claimed protective layer possesses ruthenium in at 
least a measurable amount up to 1 weight percent.
